JOHNSON GLAD HE'S THERE.

get to New York. I have come all 
the way from San Francisco to meet 
Mr. Jeffries and sign articles for our 
battle, and I am willing to make the 
match under any fair conditions," said 
Jack Johnson, the negro heavy-weight 
as he disembarked from the Twenti- 
eth Century limited from Chicago at 
tho Grand Central station this morn- 
ing. There was a big crowd on hand, 
including many of his colored friends, 
to welcome Jeffries' rival. Johnson 
was accompanied by his manager, 
Georgo Little, of Chicago. The two

men in the service. • 


Mr. Loeb said in reply: 


Said Judge Misunderstood; 


."The views of such a .distinguished 


judge .are' entitled to the highest re- 
spect, and it Is not my purpose to 
make them/the subject of controversy, 
but it seems to me that Judge Holt 
can hardly have understood the situ- 
ation.

The 
administration decided on the former 
course, and its decision was based up- 
on the highest motives."

Philip, has been on trial in the -Unit- 
ed States circuit court here, was yes- 
terday found hot guilty on the charge 
against the pair o£ alleged frauds in 
securing underweights on cheese Im- 
portations.
